F or some days m y attention has 
,een call to the Weighers bill as 
tasked by the Twenty-sixth legis- 
ature. 
By reading same it will 
>e found to be a complete substitu- 
lon of the law as found in the Ite­ 
mised Statutes of 1895. 
Article 43JG, is the article that 
a*e m ay have to do with in this 
Bounty, and especially in this city. 
Note, the article provides that in 
places where there are no public 
weighers appointed or elected, that 
anv person who shall weigh cotton, 
etc., for the compensation thereof, 
shall be required before weighing 
such produce, to enter into a bond 
,vith at least two good and suftici- 
. jn t sureties in the sum ol twenty- 
five hundred dollars, payable to 
the county judge of the county for 
which he proposes to weigh and 
his successor in office, conditioned 
th a t he will keep acurfttely balanc- j 
scales and that he frill give true I 
weights on all produce weighed by j 
him and he shall take an oath t" , 
be endorsed on said bond, that he 
xviii to the best of his skill and 
ability faithfully weigh and give 
true and correct weights of all pro­ 
duce weighed by him, which said 
bond shall be approved by the 
commissioners court arui recorded 
in tile office of toe county clerk as 
oiher oflicial bonds, and until such 
bond is recorded such person shall 


[ not be authorized to weigh such 
J produce and shall be liable to the 
i penalties prescribed for in this aet, 
1 and said bond shall be sued on in 
1 the name of any person or persons 
'injured by the violations of the 
J provisions of this act. 


I 
J have quoted at length from the 
article so as to get the points made 
before the mind, you will note that 
the law says that persons who de­ 
sire to weigh for compensation 
must give the bond. 
The question 
then 
arises 
can 
a warehouse­ 
man collect by law for weighing if 
he has failed to give the bond. I 
think it questionable. 
I don't 
think that th a t article imposes any 
obligation on any man that he has 
not already assumed (m orally). 
The question arises is lie to derive 
any benefit from the law. 
If you 
will refer to article 4314 you will 
note th a t any one violating the 
provisions of this act, and this re­ 
fers to the party w hohas the weigh­ 
ing done, that he shall be liable t i 
the public weigher for any sum not 
less than five dollars for each hale 
of cotton or sack of wool, ton of hay 
or ton of grain unlawfully weighed 
i to be recovered in any court hav­ 
ing jurisdiction thereof. I he ques­ 
tion arises, is the person who has 
qualified under the article 4316 a 
public weigher within the meaning 
of the act. 
My opinion is that he 
I is; that his position before the law 
I would be that of a quasi public 
^ weigher and that he would be pro- 
i teeted by the provisions of same. 
! And that if only one man qualified 
in this city that every man who 
i should weigh for compensation his
